Not but that it is in the Quota of Reſtitution, 
as it is in the Quota of Charity. No Portion is 
abſolutely fix d and determin d, let every Man 
do as he is fatisfied in his own Mind; Making or 
offering at leaſt ſome Satisfaction for every wil- 
ful Injury and Wrong, to the Party if remaining, 
if not, to their Children or Heirs; if they are 
extinct, to ſome Relation of them; if all are 
gone, to the Poor and Needy, for they are the 
Truſtees of God, appointed to receive all juſt 
Dues, when there is none elſe to demand them. 


And now hear a Word or Two of the Reward ; 


of Charity and honeſt Dealing; no leſs than 


eternal Salvation; yet not the Wages or Merit

Now from hence 
the Learned would enquire, whether our Savi- 
our meant, that he was a natural-born Ferw, or 
tho a Gentile yet now adopted by Grace to be 
as effectually a Child of God, and an Heir of the 
Kingdom of Heaven, as if he had been of the 
Peculium of Iſrael. 

Some would infer, that by adapting his Reſti- 
tution to the Terms of the Jewiſh Law, and to- 
the higheſt Degree in it, that is, Four. fold; he 
was a Jew by Birth, and literally. a Son of Abra- 
ham ; tho he had been a ſort of Renegado, or 
Apoſtate ; and for a Publican's Place among the- 
Romans, had put off his Religion, and livd a- 
kind of profeſs'd Heathen ; and therefore was re- 
jected by his late Brethren as a Publiean and Sin- 
ner; i. e. a Heathen and a Publican. 

Others would ſuppoſe, that he was an euigi 
nal Gentile, becauſe the Rymans would not truſt a: 
Few in ſuch an Office: But whether Few-or Pagan, 
our Saviour would now make him Chriſtian, and 
in that Spiritual Senſe ,, he ſhould now become ar 
Son of Abraham, by Adoption and Grace : For- 
the Sen of Man who came to ſeek and to ſave- 
that which was loft ; he could take this Son of 
Perdition to be an Heir of Salvation. 

However, we need not be wiſe above what is 
revealed to us; the Things neceſſary are the 
Things practical, and they are not hard to be 
underſtood; the Charity of Zacchens, in giving 
half of his Goods to the Poor, and 'the ample 
Reſtitution which he made to all whom. he had 
injurd, even Four fold. God

Wherefore in all the Rumours of the Enemies 
Coming, there was not one Riot or Tumult in the 
Streets; there was not one ſeditious Libel, but 
What a Cardinal ſent over by Inſtructions from 
the Pope; much leſs any one ſeditious Sermon, 
but what was ſecretly muttered by ſome Roman 
Prieſt or Jeſuit.
